-- ing and was opened by prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
Fan Antwerp of this city. Temporary Chaur- 
man Dodge’s address was devoted to an 
attack upon the Republican Administration 
in lowa and an indorsement of Cleveland’s 
administration. Every reference to Cleve- 
land called out loud and prolonged cheers. 
Committees were next appointed, when the 
convention adjourned until 2 o’clock. At the 
beginning of the afternoon session seventy- 
nine members of the National Veteran 
Association, a Democratic soldiers’ or- 
ganization, marched to the hall 
and entered in a body.

SKETCHES OF. THE CANDIDATES. 

Tuomas J. ANDERSON, the nominee for Gov- 
ernor, resides at Knoxville; Marion County. 
He was born in Fulton County, IIlinois. March 
4, 1887, ana is fourteen days older than Presi- 
dent Cleveland. When 16 years old he came to 
lowa and located in Marion County, where he 
has since lived. He was a member of the For- 
tieth Iowa Infantry during the war, served at 
the siege of Vicksburg, and attained the rank 
of Captain. He studied in the schools at Oska- 
loosa, Ia, and subsequently studied law. In 
1874 be ran on the Anti-Monopoly ticket for 
District Judge, and although he ran 1,100 votes 
ahead of bis ticket he was defeated. He is at 
present County Attorney. 

James M. Eropnn, Democratic nominee for 
Lieutenant-Governor, has lived in Hancock 
County for twenty years, and is a farmer and 
horticflturist and a director in the State Hor- 
ticultural ty. He is alsoalawyer and 
member of a flourishing legal firm at Garner. 
He is about 50 years of age. 

Pror. Hue W. Sawyer, the nominee for Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, is a Ten- 
nesseean by birth and is 37 years of age. When 
the war broke out he entered the service at the 
age of 14 as a drummer-boy in the Forty-sev- 
enth Regiment, Indiana Volunteers. After tne 
war he obtained an education in a Tennessee 
institution and has for the last twelve years 
been at the head of the schools at Hamburg, Ia. 

Cuar.es S. Foea; the nominee for Judge of 
the Supreme Court, is a resident of Stuart, 
Guthrie County. He is about 38 years of age. 
He studied law at the State University of 
Iowa and has practiced at Stuart for the last 
tweive years. He has the reputation of being 
a fairly shrewd attorney.

Samuel Stuart Carlisle Minister to Bolivia. 

New Or.eins, La., Sept. 1.—[Special.|— 
The newly-appointed Minister to Bolivia, 
Samuel Stuart Carlisle of New Orleans, 1s 52 
years of age and was originally from Mis- 
souri. He was educated at the University of 
Missouri, where he graduated: when young. 
When the war broke out he entered the Con- 
federate army as a private in the First Mis- 
souri Infantry, and latterly served on the 
staff of Gen. John S. Bowen. When the war 
was over Mr. Carlisie made New: Orleans his 
home and engaged in the cotton business on 
Carondeiet street. In 1875 he was admitted 
to the bar, from 1881 to 1884 he was a member 
and resident of the City School Board. in 
1884 he was elected State Senator. He is 
what is known as a McKEnery Democrat, but 
received also the support of Senator Gibbon 
and the Nichols wing of the party on account 
of his superior ability and personal popu- 
larity. 

The Veteran Vote on a Pension Bill. 

Eau Crarre, Wis., Sept. 1.— [Special.] Re- 
turns completed today at Grand Army De- 
partment headquarters from 143 of the 228 
posts in Wisconsin give 4,467 votes in favor 
of the National Pensions Committee's new 
bill, which is regarded as practically the 
same as the old dependent bill. and but 112 
votes against it.

Clendenin and the Printing Combine. 

An important matter which will come before 
the Democratic State Central Committee is the 
consideration of aresolution asking the Pres- 
ident to remove Postmaster Clendenin of 
Springfield for his participation in the State 
printing combine.“ The State Senate “big 
tour Stevenson of Shelby, Seiter of St. Clair. 
Higgins of Perry, and Forman—are here to press 
their demand upon the committee for the passage 
of that resolution. Orendorff, Clendenin’s at- 
torney, is a prominent member of the committee, 
and Tom Merritt, who got in last night, said he 
was for the Postmaster too. Other members of 
the committee who have arrived are Thomas Mc- 
Neely of Menard, M. N. Gish of Peoria, George 
Breaton of Tuscola, T. F. Bouton of Jones- 
bore, and James S. Ewing of Bloomington. 
The fight over the Springfield Post-Office matter 
is going to be a very warm one, all the Springer 
influence and that of others whom the State Keg- 
ieter can help or hurt being arrayed in Clenden- 
in’s favor. A member of the committee said in 
confidence last night that the real secret of the 
fight was not a personal matter against Clenden- 
in at all, but purely a political move. The 
Democrats want to use the State printing steal 
for campaign purposes against the Republicans, 
and particularly to down — — the present State 
officers who may be ren ated.

WANT AN EQUAL CHANCE. 


PROTEST OF ILLINOIS MERCHANTS 
| AND MANUFACTURERS. 


They Wang an Even Show with Men Who 
Do Business in Other States—The Dic- 
tation of Eastern Trunk Lines Declared 

ste Be Responsible for Present Discrim- 

inations—The State Rallroads Don’t 
Seem to Think the Rates Are Too High 
—An Important Conference. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., Sept. 1.—[{Special.]—The 
meeting taday between the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners, the leading of- 
ficiais of the railroads in this State, and dele- 
gations of merchants and manufacturers 
from the principal cities in Illinois, for the 
purpose of considering the complaints of the 
latter regarding alleged discrepancies in 
inter-State and State rates, and their demand 
for a reduction of the Hlinois State tariff, 
was a highly interesting one, and lasted from 
9 o’clock in the morning until nearly 7 o’clock 
in the evening, with a short intermission for 
dinner, All the railroads in the State, with the 
exception of the Indiana, Bloomington & 
Western and Lake Erie & Western, the two 
lines mostly complained of, were represent- 
ed. Delegations of business-men from the 
leading cities in Illinois were also on hand, 
seemingly determined to have a lively tussle 
with the railroads. The entire day was 
spent in discussion, and at times the proceed- 
ings became quite animated, but a conclusion 
was not reached, and the indications now 
are that the meeting will not get through: 
its work before Saturday. Telling argu- 
ments were made by both sides, and 
the desultory discussions at times were 
of rather an interesting and animated nature, 
the attitude assumed by the Commissioners 
and the interrogatories put by them to the 
railroad men seeming to indicate that their 
sympathies were with the shippers and man- 
ufacturers. 

During the 8 the fact leaked out 
that the Eastern trunk lines by their unwar- 
rantable dictation over their Western con- 
nections are in a great measure responsible 
for the discriminations about which the IIli- 
nois merchants and manufacturers are com- 
plaining. It appears from testimony produced 
that the trunk lines refuse to interchange 
traffic with their Western connections 
unless the latter adopt the rates 
dictated by them and ow the trunk 
lines to make whatever competitive rates 
they choose to all local points on their lines, 
though, by an ingenious system of divisions, 

estern are in a measure re- 
munerated for the sacritices they make by 
bemg allowed as large a proportion of the 
through rate for a shorter haul on their own 
line as for a longer one. 

Still the Ohio & Mississippi, Indiana, Bloom- 
iugton & Western, the Peoria, Decatur « 
Evansville, the Lake Erie & Western, and 
all other Illinois cross-lines are to biame, for 
if they only had the backbone to show a 
bold front to tne Eastern trunk lines and re- 
bel inst their lawless exacuons the latter 
would not be able for one moment to keep up 
their practi and the Eastern combina- 
tion wouid be shattered into atoms. 

Mr. W. A. Brubaker, Manager of the Peoria 
Freight Bureau, on behalf of the merchants 
and manufacturers said the railroads virt- 
ually admitted that the allegations made 
were true. Chairman Rinaker handed Mr. 
Brubaker the charges that had been submit- 
ted.to the commission and asked him to state 
the facts to the meeting. Mr. Brubaker then 
read the statement showing the serious dis- 
crepancies between State and inter-State 
points as publishedin last Monday’s Txris- 
UNE. Besides the facts contained in that 
document similar inconsistencies were 
* in the classification of i- 
cultural implements. Chairman r 
wanted know what roads were 
of discrimination in rates as compiained of. 
Mr. Brukaker mentioned all east and west 
dines in the State. Chairman Rinaker asked 
what the effect of these discriminations be- 
tween State and inter-State rates had upon 
merchants and manufacturers. Mr. Brubak- 
er replied that it prevented manufacturers in 
this State from competing against manu- 
facturers in neighboring States. For in- 
stance: Peoria stove manufacturers had been 
forced entirely out of the trade because Cin- 
cinnati manufacturers could ship to Danville 
and other points in this State at a lower rate 
than stoves could be shipped from Peoria. 
The distance from Cincinnati was more than 
double that from Peoria. 

Senator Ainsworth of Moline said Illinois 
men had to pay more for the raw material 
and more freight on the manufactured 
article than manufacturers in adjoining 
States. Chairman Rinaker said he under- 
stood that railroads were treating the Com- 
missioners’ maximum rates as their regular 
rates and that the railroads claimed they 
could not make lower rates. Mr. Brukaker 
said the railroads claimed that if they reduced

* THE CASE OF THE RAILROADS. 

Mr. Parker of the Cairo Short Line opened 
the case for- the railroads. He said the 
charges presented could not well be contro- 
verted without first holding a conference be- 
tween the State s and their connections 
in adjoining States. It invoived the con- 
siderauon of the question whether the 
manufacturers in other States did not 
pay as high rates as Illinois manufacturers, 
and whether manufacturers in Illinois can- 
not ship to other States at equally low rates: 
also the question had to be considered 
whether the charges had all been preferred 
and whether the lowering of rates in Illinois 
would not socrippie the roads that it might 
react upon the eomplaining merchants and 
manufacturers. He thought the merchants 
‘at the points principally affected should meet 
with the roads directly charged with discrim- 
ination and if possible compromise the mat- 
ter. The railroa s were not prepared to re- 
spond to these general charges. If specific 
charges were made they would answer them. 
He would suggest that all these charges be 
made in writing and that an adjournment be 
taken and they be considered during the in- 
terval. The matter hinged largely on the 
tinancial condition of the roads, and further 
if they would present that part of the case he 
thought it advisable before tinal action was 
taken to have a conference between the IIl- 
nois roads and their connections to see what 
arrangements in regard to inter-State rates 
can-be made. 

Chairman Rinaker said the interest m this 
Was so great on both sides that it was neces- 
sary to have the subject fairly considered. 
The Illinois rates as well as those fixed by the 
railroads themselves were not mathemati- 
cally 2 and articles of less value were 
often carried for more than articles of greater 
value. This had to ode regulated on some 
principle of reason. GQ 

Mr. Ripley of the Burlington sneeringly re- 
plied that the information was evidently de- 
rived from the newspapers, but Chairman 
Rinaker promptly refuted the slander and 
informed’ Mr. Ripley that the information 
came from avenerable railroad manager. 
Morris Rosenfeld, a manufacturer, said there 
was no complaint against individual roads; 
they came to protest against existing tariffs 
and asked for areduction of rates. This was 
the whole question, and all the rest wasa 
side issue. Chairman Rinaker fully agreed 
with the gentleman, and the meeting ad- 
journed for dinner. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Upon reassembiing Chairman Rinaker in- 

uired whether the complainants had any- 
thing further to suggest. Mr. Brubaker 
wished to state that the inter-State rates 
were also applied between local points in 

Indiana and Ohio. He could see no reason 
why tnis could be done in those States and 
not in Illinois. The railroads were again 
called upon by Chairman Rinaker to further 
state their case. Mr. George W. Parker of 
the Cairo Short Line said he had nothing 
further to say regarding the railroads 
in general, but would protest on be-

A NAPOLEONIC SWINDLE. 


IVES SAID TO HAVE FRAUDULENTLY 
ISSUED RAILROAD STOCK. 


Nine Million Dollars’ Worth of Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Preferred Alleged to 
have Been Put Out by the Wall Street 
Financier in Private Loans Without 
Consideration to the Com pany—A Suit 
Begun to Prevent the Stocks Being Le- 
galized. 


New York, Sept, 1.—[Special.]—Nine mili- 
ion dollars is in jeopardy, and Ives & Co. 
are again before the courts. But this time 
Wall street’s latest Napoleon of Finance 
must answer a more serious charge than 
making away with cash-books and ledgers. 
It is that of deliberately swindling the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton stockholders out 
of $9,000,000. The United States courts have 
been called upon to décree that this big sum, 
issued by Ives as preferred stock “ of the 
road, when he and his partner had control, 
be totally wiped out of existence as 
fraudulent. Wall street already holds 
most of the stock as collateral for money 
loaned to Ives & Co. If the allegations 
in the case are true, consternation will fol- 
low. These particulars were obtained: Mr. 
George J. Bland of this city, who owns 100 
shares of stock in the road, began suit in the 
United States Circuit Court for an injunction 
restraining Ives, Stayner, ana Doremus, and 
all who hold the preferred stock as collateral 
for loans to Ives & Co., as well as W. N. 
Cromwell, Ives’ assignee, from taking, do- 
ing, aiding, or permitting any act, measure, or 
proceeding whatever to validate or confirm 
the pretended certificates of preferred stock.“

Gaston, who served in the war for American 
freedom. He was the father of nine sons, all of 
whom went into the conflict with their father, 
and six of them fell pierced with British bullets. 
Justin Gaston, at the time of his enlistment, was 
80 Oyears of e, but he the respect 
and confidence of his neighbors, and when in 
1780 Tarleton’s men hadin cold blood killed a 
band of patriots under Gen. Buford Justin Gas- 
ton’s patriotic spirit was aroused, He called to 
his presence his nine sons and his neighbors, 
many of whom were his relatives, and in a 
solemn manner they firmly promised each other 
that, come what might, the British oath tney 
would never take. A British officer, on being in- 
formed of the Gaston compact, visited him and 
endeavored to dissuade him from his course, but 
without avail. As soon as the officer was gone 
Gaston summoned his friends to his presence, 
and the little band of thirty, with their flint- 
locks in trim, assembled with him at his house 
that night.

The church 
was erected in 1837, and the burden of the enter-

THE PRESIDENT UNABLE TO APPOINT 
MEN TO MEET CHAMBERLAIN. 


Secretary Bayard Nevertheless Insists that 
+ the Commissioners May Be Selected and 
Outlines His Plan—Members of the Med- 
ical Congress Ready to Get to Work— 
Reduction of the Public Debt During 
the Month of August—Other Washing- 
ton News. _ 


Wasnineron, D. C., Sept. — ean 
There seems to be a difference of on in 
the State Department over the power of the 
President to appoint Commissioners to mect 
with Mr. Joseph Chamberlain and the other 
representatives of the English Government 
to settle the fisheries dispute. The Presi- 
dent long ago asked Congress to grant this 
power, but the law-making department re- 
fused, the Senate; by a vote of thirty-five to 
ten, formally condemning the Cleveland-Bay- 
ard plan for a joint commission. This for a 
time put a quietus upon Secretary Bayard’s 
pet policy for settling the great question. It 
has been revived again through the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Chamberlain by the Salisbury 
Government, but while Secretary Bayard be- 
lieves that the President has the right to ap- 
point the Commissioners under his power to 
negotiate treaties subject to the approval of 
the Senate, Assistant Secretary Porter does 
not believe any such power exists. Secretary 
Bayard in discussing the subject of the com- 
mission today stated that after long and con- 
tinuous correspondence between the two Gov- 
ernments the point had been reached where 
itis desirable for all concerned that a fair but 
permanent settlement should be brought about. 
It is therefore proposed that three Commis- 
sloners, to be selected by Mr. Bayard with the 
consent of the President, shall meet and dis- 
cuss all matters pertaining to the fisheries 
question, with a similar number of represent- 
atives of the English Government, with a 
view to disposing of the question effectually, 
so far as it lies within their power to do 80. 
Mr. Bayard says the consultation will take 
place in Washington as soon as the weather 
becomes cool and pleasant. He has not 
decided whom he will select to repre- 
sent the United States on the commission, 
but he says he will have no difficulty in find- 
ing three men who are capable of dealing with 
the important matter in a manner that will 
refiect credit upon the United States and at 
the same time carefully guard and protect 
the rights of her citizens. He hasin minda 
dozen men who have made a study of the 
fisheries question and who would be perfectly 
able to take care of American interests, but 
does not wish to name any of 
them until he has found three men 
who will accept. Assistant Secretary Porter 
doubts the power of the President to appoint 
such a commission, and he laughed at the 
idea that they had been selected, as was 
stated in the London dispatches today. 
“There is no authority for their appoint- 
ment,“ he said. “The President asked for 

this authority once, but Congress refused to 
give it.“ Gov. Porter is evic ~ntly 
sive of a good deal of adverse criticism if the 
department should take a course that has 
been repudiated by Congress, and fears that 
the findings of such a commission would not 
meet with the approval of the Senate.

The Government Takes Steps to Frevent a 
Railroad Company’s Unlawful Work. 

WISnINGTOx, D. C., Sept. 1.— The Secre- 
tary of the Interior has received from Presi- 
dent Harris of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company a communication in which he states 
that he is advised that Special Agent Frost 
of the General Land-Office has closed certain 
sawmills which were manufacturing lum- 
ber cut from public lands for the construc- 
tion of the Cascade branch of that road, 
claiming that the work now being done 
does not come under the head of original 
construction’? as contemplated by the law. 
President Harris states that this timber is re- 
quired for a tunnel nowin process of con- 
struction and for snow sheds on the line now 
in operation, and that it is clear that the com- 
pany has the same right to cut timber on the 
unsurveyed lands for these purposes as for 
bridges and ties. He asks that Agent Frost 
be directed not to imterfere with the 
contractors who are cutting timber from 
lands adjacent to the line of the road. Presi- 
dent Harris’ letter was referred to the Com- 
missioner of the General Land-Ofiice for re- 
port, in response to which Acting Commis- 
sioner Stockslager transmits a telegram from 
Agent Frost in which he states that the 
agents of the Northern Pacific Company and 
a number of sawmill companies are rapidly 
devastating the public lands of their valu- 
able material without regard to law or the 
rules and regulations of the Land De- 
partment, and uniess at once put a stop 
to the damage will be irreparable. The Act- 
ing Commissioner recommends that the At- 
torney-General be requested to at once take 
such steps as may be necessary to fully pro- 
tect the interests of the Government. 9 
upon this suggestion, Acting Secretary Mul- 
drow has requested the Attorney-General to 
direct the United States Attorney for Wash- 
ington Territory to take prompt action in the 
matter, having due regard to the rights of 
the railroad company under the laws.

RECEIPTS AND SHIPMENTS AT 


AUGUST 
THE STOCK-YARDS. 


What the Various Railroads Carried—An 
Interesting Table and One Full of the 
Mest Interesting Information—The Re- 
duced Rates of the Minnesota & North- 
western to Iowa and Minnesota Points 
—More Excursion Rates—General Rau- 
road Notes. ‘ 


The following table shows.the total receipts 
and shipments of live stock at the Union Stock- 
Yards for the month ending Aug. 31 and the 
amourts carried by the several roads terminal in 
this city. The table is interesting for several 
reasons. It shows that the number of cattle 
brought to this city last month exceeds by 54,000 
the number received in August, 1886, and thus re- 
duees to exact figures the vague notion prevalent 
for some time that the drouth had forced farmers 
to ship East cattle which they had previously in- 
tended to winter. The receipts of cattle last 
month were 250,725, against 196,789 re- 
ceived in August, 1886. This is an 
increase of only 0 per cent. The 
number of cattle shipped from Chicago has in- 
creased from 64,756 in August of 1886 to 80,701 last 
month. The receipts of hogs were less than for 
the same month of last year, having been 304,002 
last month, against 353,758 in August, 1886. On 
the other hand, there was an increase of over 60 
per cent in the receipts of sheep, 119,830 having 
been received last month, against only., 7 in Au- 
gust, 1886. The shipments of sheep were over four 


time as great—40,140 this year, against 9,031 last. 
It is further to be noted that the roads last month 
did not carry out of the city a greater percentage 
of the live stock received than’ they did in the 
same month of last year.

A St. Paul paper, discussing the Minnesota 
& Northwestern's reduced rates from St. Paul 
south to Iowa and Minnesota points, concludes 
that the equities of the business sitdation not 
Only justify that cut but demand a still further 
reduction. It shows that rates from St. Paul 
to certain points are greater than the rates from 


Iowa cities, although the distance from St. Paul 
is less. For example, from St. Paul to Austin, 
100 miles, the rates are 42, 35, 96, 20, and 1242, while 
from Dubuque, Dovemport, Rock Island, and Bur- 
lington, where the distances range from 166 
to 275 miles, the rates are gf 40, 30, 28, 
15,and 10. In like manner are St. Paul business 
interests discriminated against in the case of 
Mason City, to which the first-class rate from 
St. Paul, distant 140 miles, is 50 cents, while it is 
only 40 cents from Dubuque, 171 miles, Daven- 
port and Park Island 216 miles, and Burlington 
246 miles. Similarly from St. Paul to Al 
Lea, 119 miles, the first and second class rates 
are 44 and 37 cents, but only 40 and 380 cents from 
the Iowa cities, though the latter are from 190 to 
253 miles distant. On all other roads than the Min- 
nesota & Northwestern the rates are consider- 
ably lower for very much longer distances from 
the Iowa cities named to points in Southeastern 
Minnesota and Northern Iowa than from St. Paul 
to the same points. This discrimination in favor 
of Iowa cities, or of Chicago, is shown more forci- 
bly in rates upon equal distances. Thus the dis- 
tance from Davenport to Mason City is 216 miles, 
and from St. Paul to Pipestone 215 miles. The 
rate from Davenport to Mason City on fourth 
and fifth class freight is 15 and 10 cents per 100 
pounds, as against 31 and 25 cents from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis to Pipestone. At the same rate 
per ton per mile as from Burlington to Austin 
first-class freights would be laid down at that 
place from St. Paul at 144g cents per 100 pounds, 
as * the present rate of 42 cents per hun- 
dred, and the rate from Burlington to Mason 
City applied to the distance from St. Paul to 
Mason City would give a first-class rate of 22% 
against the present 50-cent rate. 
tis claimed in St. Paul that there are no 

rinciples or facts that can be brought up in 
ustification of this discrimination in favor of the 
Iowa cities. Since the business derived from St. 
Paul and Minneapolis is much ater than that 
from the Iowa towns it is held that the rates 
from St. Paul ought to be less rather than great- 
er than from the small Iowa cities. This policy 
on the part of the railroads, of course, shuts out 
the benefits which people in Southern Minnesota 
and Northern Iowa ought to derive from the low 
rates from the East via Lake Superior.

Secretary Ballen of the Trunk Line Association 
said in reply to the question as to the truth of 
the 1 report: n 

„ do not think that Mr. Fink intends to re- 
sign the Chairmansbip of the association. Such 
reports have been started many times during the 
last five or six years; but he still continues to be 
at the head. Mr. Fink is in Germany and 
will remain abroad until November. It 
is true that Nathan Guilford, the Vice- 
Chairman has accepted the position 
of Traffic Manager of the New York Central Rail- 
road, thereby relieving Vice-President H. J. Hay- 
den of the heavier part of his duties. As to Mr.

A Question of Inter-State Commerce. 

RUTLAND, Vt., Sept. 1.—Complaints of the 
Boston & Albany Railroad Company and of the 
Vermont Patrons of Husbandry against the Cen- 
tral Vermont Railroad Company and National 
Dispatch Line for alleged discrimination in 
freights, contrary to the Inter-State Commerce 
law, came up before the Inter-State Commerce 
commussioners for a hearing today. By agree- 
ment the complaints were heard together. The 
substance ef the Boston & Albany complaint 
was thatthe National Dispatch Line, bv its con- 
nection with the Boston & Lowell. Vermont Cen- 
tral, and Grand Trunk Roads, maintained lower 
rates between Boston and the lake cities than 
between Boston and points in Vermont. 

The complainants called as their first witness 
John Porteous, General Manager of the National 
Dispatch Line and Through Traffic Manager of 
the Vermont Central. e testified that the 
National Dispatch is not a corporation, but 
an association of lines doing through business 
only and paying the railroud over which 
the cars run on a mileage basis. 
line is not a member of the Trunk Line 
Joint Committee. The National Dispatch has 
taken a small differential below the trunk line. 
After taking out salaries and car expenses the 
earnings are divided among the railroads in the 
line, according to their mileage. The freight 
rate from Boston to Montreal is the same as 
New York to Montreal. If the former rate was 
higher than the latter Montreal merchante would 
trade more with New York, thus hurting New 
England business. Witness claimed that export 
business has been injared by the Inter-State law.

Track-Laying So Far in 1887. 

The aggregate mileage of new main track 
reported for the, eight months from Jan. 1 to 
Sept. 1, says the Railway Age, is 6,462 miles, which 
has been laid in forty of the forty-seven States 
and Territories on 219 différent main lines or 
branches. The total mileage added during the 
year 1886 was 9,000 miles. The present year has 
been exceedingly favorable for railway construc- 
tion, and work has been pushed forward by the 
great competing roads with extraordinary ener- 
gy, so that the proportion of the total for the 
year already finished is doubtless somewhat 
greater than that indicated for the previous 
year at the corresponding date. Rut that the 
mileage of new track completed during the year 
1887 will very considerably exceed our previous 
inside estimate of 10,000 miles is now beyond a 
doubt. The following table summarizes the 
track-laying for the first eight months of the 
year of which we now have detailed record: 
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These flgures have never been equaled for the 
same time in any other year in the history of this 
or any other country, with the exception of 1882, 
when there had been laid up to the Ist of Sep- 
tember some 7,000 miles, the total for the entire 
year subsequently reaching the uuprecedented 
figures of 11,568 miles, Of the 219 lines summarized 
in the foregoing table track-laying is still in 
progress upon nearly 100, and is also under way 
or about to be commenced on at least fifty more. 
From present appearances it now seems proba- 
ble that the total new mileage for 1887 will reach 
very near to if it does not exceed 12,000 miles,

With this the pub- 
lic need have nothing to do: it is the business 
of members. Butif the second part of the 
section be honestly carried out it will be a 
power for good. There is plenty of room for 
action. Not only the trading in puts and 
calls but undeniable gambling on the board, 
especially if it involves running a corher in 
produce, or an attempt at one, is forbidden by 
law, and is an offense that ought not to be 
winked at because the parties are “ respect- 
able,” or for any other reason. There is 
sufficient legitimate business to be done on a 
Board of Trade like that of Chicago, whose 
members handle some .$400,000,000 worth of 
property each year, without breaking the 
laws of the State or Nation. The newly- 
formed body will do well if it succeed in its 
avowed aim to cultivate and maintain among 
its members and other members of the 
board a high standard of commercial honor. 


PENNSYLVANIA BOURBON PLATFORM. 

The Democrats of Pennsylvania held their 
Btate convention Wednesday. Only two 
nominations were to be made, and as the 
State is morally certain to go Republican lit- 
tie if any interest was felt in the make-up of 
the ticket. A lively fight over the tariff part 
of the platform was advertised on the play- 
bills. The time had come, it was loudly pro- 
claimed, when Sam Randall and his hand- 
ful of protectionists who masquerade as Dem- 
derats,“ to use Mr. Watterson’s language, 
were to be squelched, or at least arraigned 
and put on the defensive. All that sort of 
talk ended in smoke. Mr. Randall had every- 
thing his own way from first to last, without 
any apparent. effort. To make the emphasis 


| stronger, Congressman Scott, who had deen 


advertised to leaa the opposition, was put at 
the head of the Commiitee on Resolutions, 
and if he had really intended to make a fight, 
as predicted, he concluded to eat his crow in 
silence. But the prediction lacked plausibil- 
ity. The fact is, the manufacturers 
who are so ‘anxious to maintain war 
duties have always had absolute con- 
trol of the Pennsylvania Democracy, 
and Randall himself owes his continuance in 
political life to their friendship. He has no 
independent strength. The machinery of 
which he is a part extends to the entire 
State and enough Congressional districts in 
other States to block the wheels of genuine 
revenue reform. 

The Pennsylvania Democrat's refer approv- 
ingly to the National Democratic platform 
and quote from Mr. Cleveland’s letter of ac- 
ceptance m a way to silence the clatter of 
those who insisted upon it that the President 
wanted a tariff plank distinctly favor- 
able to radical reduction. As an ad 
hominem bit of strategy that quota- 
tion was felicitous. A demand is 
made for a “ wise and prudent reduction of 
internal taxation and of duties on imports in 
accordance with the foregoing declarations,”’ 
referring, of course, to the platform of 1884.

' RAILROAD WITNESSES. 

The Frankfort (Ind.) Saturday Banner con- 
tains a communication written by P. M. 
Duffy, who was a section foreman for fourteen 
years, which throws a timely light on the 
relations of certain railroad managers to 
their employés, and has a direct bearing upon 
the cheerful willingness of the officials of 
the Toledo, Peoria & Western Railroad that 
old Timothy Coughiin sball be the Chats- 
worth scapegoat. It also lends confirmation 
to the revelation in “Jim Flandroe's Mo- 
gul” of the kind of testimony these railway 
officials expect from their servants. 

Mr. Duffy relates a common enough in- 
cident in the experience of section hands. It 
is one of the duties of the foreman to report 
all stock killed or injured, together with the 
owner's name and appraised value of the 
animal. One day atrain runs over and kills 
Jones’ short-horn, valued at $50. He is com- 


pelled to send in a report like this: Killed 
“ by train 21, going east, one of Jake Jones’ 
“cows, Cow was of common stock, very 
“old and poor, worth $25, owner saved the 
“hide, valued at 87°’; signed by the foreman 
and certified by his men. A month or two aft- 
erwards he is notified by the road master that 
Jones is going to make trouble about that cow. 
The company had offered him $16, but suit 
had been instituted for $50. Therefore he 
and his men will be needed to testify, “ and 
TJ herewith present you a copy of your stock 
“report, giving you thirty days to study

CARLISLE ON THE KENTUCKY VOTE. 

The Democrats are hunting round for 
reasons to account for the falling off in their 
majority at the recent Kentucky State elec- 
tion, and various ingenious surmises are of- 
fered to explain the smallness of their vote. 
Speaker Carlisle, who has just arrived in 
Washington, comes to the front with an ex- 
planation which neither does credit to his 
shrewdness as a politician nor to his sense of 
strict truth as a man. In an interview he 
says: 


The falling off was largely due to the convic- 
tion thatthe State would go Demooratic. In 
view of that certainty thousands of Democrats 
did not go out to vote. Next year, with the Pres- 
idential election upon us, if I am not greatly mis- 
taken there will be an increased Democratic ma- 
jority. We lost several members of the Legisla- 


ture in the mountain regions of the State, but 


the losses were due to local issues. In one coun- 
ty, at least, local option was the issue. 


There is not a phase of the Kentucky elec- 
tion which does not demonstrate the falsity 
of Speaker Carlisle’s statement. There has 
been a steady decline in the Democratic ma- 
jorities of that State (with the exception of 
one year) for ten years past. Tilden’s major- 
ity in 1876 was 62,510—the high-water mark. 
Gov. Blackburn’s majority in 1879 was 43,917. 
Hancock’s majority in 1880 was 42,754. In 
1883 Knott for Governor; raised the majority 
to 44,434. In 1884 Cleveland’s majority was 
84,889. This year Buckner received a majori- 
ty of only 17,015. The total vote was as fol- 
lows:

The above total is the largest ever cast in 
Kentucky, being over 10,000 in excess of the 
last Presidential vote. That this great fall- 
ing off was not due to overconfidence is 
shown by the fact that a great many counties 
changed from the Democratic to the Repub- 
lican column, with a corresponding gain iu 
the General Assembly. The Republicans will 
have thirty-four Senators and Representa- 
tives in the Legislature, or about 
double the number they had in the 
last, The vote in the Congressional 
districts also has an important bearing 
upon this pretext. Five of the eleven 
were carried by the Republicans on the 
heaviest vote ever cast in the State, which 
led the Louisville Courier-Journal to remark 
that there is no sort of question that Repub- 
“lican sentiment is growing in the mount- 
“ain counties,” and that these majorities 
had come to stay, as would be shown in the 
next Congressional election. The character 
of that gain is still further shown by the fact 
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mainly blacks they lost, but in these mount- 
ain counties, in which there are no blacks at 
all, the Republicans made their large 
gains. In view of the steady ten 
years’ decrease in the Democratic majorities 
and the loss of over 17,000 majority com- 
pared with 1884, upon the heaviest vote ever 
. cast in the State, Carlisle's talk of overcon- 
fidence is worse than childish. Democrats 
are never overconfident in an excited cam- 
paign and especially when bets are freely 
offered that their candidate’s majority will be 
heavily reduced. Nor is it a sign of over- 
confidence when gains are evenly distrib- 
uted from the county vote up to the State. 
If Carlisle had looked a little further below 
the surface he would have found that this 
Republican gain did not spring from over- 
confidence, from accident, or from the fail- 
ure of Democrats to vote, but from steady 
Republican increment, which has been piling 
up for ten years, and he would have recog- 
nized the inevitable logie of the situation in 
its bearings upon the vote of 1888.

The owner 
himself is not willing torisk his scientific 
reputation by venturing a deflnit opinion on 
the point. They are either, he says, a high 
order of apes, the offspring of parents of an 
unusual amount of intellectual and physical 
development, or they are the lowest race of 
men, a race beneath any before known, per- 
haps; to ethnology. He and It are described 
as follows: 


They look about as big as 2-year-old babies, 
though their limbs are abnormally developed for 
children and their wrists and arms far too strong. 
Both have well-shaped heads of the negro type, 
with retreating foréheads, flattened noses, and 
protruding chin and jaws. Their faces are 
smooth and the hair on their heads is coarse and 
thin.

COMMERCIAL UNION WITH CANADA. 

The campaign for commercial union seems 
to have fairly begun in Canada, with every 
prospect that it will before long cease to be 
agitated as a purely economic question and 
appear asa political issue. The discussion has 
also extended toour own large cities near the 
Canadian border, and great interest has been 
manifested in it. The agricultural societies, 
boards of trade, and commercial organiza- 
tions in the Dominion are giving the ques- 
tion serious consideration, and Prof. Goidwin 
Smith is authority for the statement 
that all Canada is enthusiastic over 
it. The centre of opposition to com- 
mercial union is among the manufacturing 
interests around Toronto, but the agricult- 
ural and trading classes all over the Domin- 
ion are in favor of it, and as thé manufactur- 
ing interests represent only about one-tenth 
of the invested capital it may be inferred that 
the large industrial majority is in its favor. 
Meanwhile there are signs that such a union 
will take on a political complexion before 
long. The Liberals are rapidly taking ground 
in its advocacy, and Sir Richard Cartwright, 
one of their most influential leaders, has 
openly proclaimed for it. On the other hand, 
the Tories, headed by Sir John Macdonald, 
the Premier, are preparing to make a stand 
against it. 

The modus operandi of commercial union is 
very simple. It requires only @ removal of 
the custom-house barrier which now stretches 
along the imaginary border, an adjustment 
of tariff rates and of the internal revenue 


“systems, and, as the Toronto Matl says: It 


“should not be any more difficult to frame 
and operate a tariff suitable to Canada and 
“the United States than to frame and operate 
“one that is suitable for Ohio and the rest of 
“the Union.” As Mr. Wiman showed in 
his recent Detroit speech, Canada has full 
power through her Dominion Parhamént to 
make whatever arrangement she may see fit 
not involving the treaty-making power, and 
there is no necessity for invoking that power 
in regard to commercial reciprocity. The 
Government has complete jurisdiction in the 
premises. Of the advantages of such a union 
to both countries there can be no doubt. 
With the abolition of the customs line and 
pérfect free trade, a common tariff against 
other countries, a common coasting trade 
and fisheries, and common participation in 
all commercial advantages, there would be 
an extension of commercial enterprise and 
profit from the Gulf of Mexico to Hudson’s 
Bay. It would open the market for the prod- 
ucts of the Canadian farmers and trading 
classes. It would give the Dominion a better 


market for her lumber, minerals, and fish. 


It would open up a market for our own manu- 
factured goods. It would greatly extend our 
trade area, bring about a peaceful and profit- 
able commercial competition, and provide new 
channels for the investment of our capital in 
developing the resources of Canada. If the 
Canadians can undermake us in manufactured 
products by virtue of their cheaper labor 
they will have the advantage of our market. 
They can send their barley, which is better 
for our brewers, and we can send them our 
corn. They can send us their fish and we can 
send them our Yankee notions. It will be a 
fair exchange all round, and instead of trad- 
ing to the extent of forty or fifty mill- 
ions each a year trade can be extended 
to a hundred millions or more. They 
would get the American prices for 
their surplus exports finding a market 
in this country. At present they get them 
less the American tariff, which averages on 
their goods not less than 38 per cent, as they 
ship no free-list goods. Our own markets 
would not be appreciably affected by their 
increased exports under reciprocity. With 
the tariff averaging on our exports to Canada 
about 30 per cent we should expect to sell 
more goods at prices very much the same as 
now. The benefits of the reciprocity would 
be mutual. The agitation of this question 
will not be confined to Canada. As soon as 
Congress meets Mr. Butterworth, the author 
of the bill introduced during the last session, 
will urge upon it the wiping out of every cus- 
tom-house on the frontier, so that trade may 
flow as freely with Canada as it now does be- 
tween the various States. It is a question of 
even more importance the zollverein 
which Mr. Blaine advocated with the South 
American States, as our trade with Canada 
is twice as large in value. Its interest is such 
that it cannot be disregarded, and with the 
agitation which is now spreading so fast in 
Canada it certainly bids fair to be a live issue 
in both countries next winter. How far com- 
mercial union may tend towards political 
union it is not for us to discuss, 


Tue first note of active preparation for the 
campaign of 1888 on the Republican side is 
heard in the announcement that the move- 
ment set on foot by the Republican Club of 
New York City for a National convention of 
Republican clubs has met with such general 
favor all over the country that it has been de- 
termined to hold the convention in the above 


city shortly after the November election. 


The secretary of the New York club has al- 
ready received assurances of an attendance 
of 1,000 delegates, representing 200 clubs. An- 
other interesting feature of the movement is 
that since it was broached forty new clubs 
have sprung up, and there is great interest 
manifested in Kentucky, Tennessee, Mis- 
souri, and Virginia, in all of which 
States Republican workers are inquiring the 
best way to organize and form clubs, It is 
from these clubs that the Republican ranks 
will recruit their young and aggressive work- 
ers, and it will be greatly to their advantage 
if some general plan can be formulated at 
this convention for their organization and 
government, so that they may be united for 
effective work. A convention of this kind 
will also promote zeal and enthusiasm among 
all the clubs and tend to greatly increase 

their numbers, besides giving fresh impetus 

to their activity. There can be no question 
as to the advantages to be derived from club 
organizations of this kind when under the 
proper management, and as they will play an 
important part in the next election great in- 
terest will attach to the forthcoming conven- 
tion. A thorough and systematic organiza- 
tion of the working forces will add greatly to 
the chances of success.

HENRY GEORGE'S LAND THEOBIES. 


Another Correspondent Who Believes the 
Land-Owners Are Robbers. and Those 
Who Wish to Despoil Them Patriots. 
COA, Sept. 1.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 

—Your controversy with M.,“ in Wednesday’s 

paper, as to whether or not Mr. Georgé® proposes 

to take the unearned increment of thé farm as 

woll as the city. lot must be due entirely to a 

misunderstanding. What Mr. George meant 

when he said the farmer would pay less taxes 
under the single land tax than he does now was 
this: The man who actually tills the soil, being 
freed from the immense burden of indirect taxa- 


tion which he now endures in the shape of a 
high tariff and the direct taxation on his im- 
provements, would pay less taxes. did not 
mean that, counting the loss of the selling value 
of his farm with the land tax, the farmer would 
y less. For example: I own a house and lot 
u the suburbs which is taxed 818. I oan rent the 
lot tor &. To remove the tax from the house to 
the land would (not counting the loss Of the sell- 
ing value of the land) be a gain of 7. But at the 
same time I gained this‘the speculator Who owns 
over a hundred vacant lots near me, and which 
are taxed at from 50 to 70 cents each, would’ 
have to pay s each. When the selling 
value is gone I oan exchange my lot 
for another, or the farmer can exchange his farm 
for another, with the same facility 4s now; but 
if we wished to exchange our land for anything 
else then we most certainly would not have the 
same advantages. Let there be no ther dis- 
pute on this point; when we say that the rental 
value of the land is to be confiscated we mean 
what we say. You say: The rights of a man 
who has paid honest money derived from mercan- 
tile pursuits or saved from his own labor for the 
land he now possesses may seem to writer of 
the above communication not worth considering; 
but they are as sacred as any rights guaranteed 
by our form of government. o fact that the 
tenure of real estate is assured and that it has 
from time immemorial been deemed the safest 
and most permanént form of investment for sav- 
ings cannot be ignored. The 1 cannot be 
taken from its ge owner without compensa- 
tion; andif taken with compensa the debt 
ineurred in the operation would pense the Na- 
tion in the abyss of financial ruin.” I think this 
may be taken as a fair example of your argu- 
ment; it states in a few wd th 
chief and almost only objections to 
the adoption. of the land tex. Why 
cannot land be taken without compensa- 
tion to the owner“! If there is no such thing 
as unearned increment attaching to the land, of 
course society would have no excuse for taking 
it. and, indeed, there would be no object in doing 
so; if there is such a thing as unearned incre- 
ment attaching to the land how can the present 
„owner claim compensation? t matters 
ithow a man becomes possessed of that which 
belongs to another? The man who buys stolen 
goods, even though unwittingly, must e the 


consequences. 


As for vested rights which extend back to time 
immemorial, that is all bosh. Absolute ana in- 
dividual ownérshi land is of comparatively 
recent date. But slavery does run back to the 
earliest thousan of years before. 
private ownership of land was dreamed 
of. It was sanctioned by the very same 
laws of God which in effect forbid private 
ownership of land; it was looked upon for 
ages as an honest institution, and the buying and 
selling of slaves was a legitimate business. ill 
THE UNE at this day say that the master 
should receive the price of his slave before let- 
ting him go free? ill it say the honest 
money of the merchant or laborer invested in the 
slave should be returned to them he is lib- 
erated—must the elave buy Amel 
TRIBUNE in this year of grace say that the slaves 
which go to endow the widow, the orphan, or the 
aged and infirm serve until their market price is 
paid? The ownership of men and the ownership 
of the land upon which the men must live 
amounts to one and the same th The one is 
no more entitled to compensation the other. 
If the land belongs to all, no compensation 
should be given; if it does not belong all, we 
most ce ly will not molest the present own- 
ers. LAND TAX. 

[Henry George had not the courage to advocate 
the abolition of the tariff in the Syracuse conven- 
tion, and there is no resolution in favor of such a 
policy in the platform of that convention. We 
know George believes in absolute free trade, but 
as a practical politician running for office he is 
too much of a demagog to say so. The title to 
land in this country for the most part runs back 
directly to the Government of the United States. 
It was given and guaranteed with the full assent 
of the Government. It cannot de taken away 
from the present owners unless through 4 revo- 
lution or an act of National dishonor in compari- 
son with which all others known to hictory 
would pale into insignificance. ( 

The comparison of land-ownership with slave- 
ownership is a pet argument with the Georgeites. 
Nothing is more alluring nor more fallacious to 
weak minds than an incomplete but partial simile. 
In a day or two we shall endeavorto show how 
misleading this comparison is; it would require 
more space than we have at present to expose 
the blunder fully. It is like the comparison in- 
stituted by the Prohibitionists between the vol- 
untary servitude of the drunkardand the invol- 
untary servitude of the negro men, women, and 
children before the war. There a no difference 
that we are able to discover between the 
„ slavery ' of the man who hasn’t any land and 
the “slavery of one who hasn't any money. 
Both kinds of slavery spring more frequently 
from sloth, self-indulgence, improvidence, and 
extravagance than from any other causes, and 


both are more frequently voluntary than invol-

3 
decent argument can be made in favor of raising 
government revenue from the land, though, as 
our correspondent unwittingly demonstrates, this 
would cause a discrimination against the farmers 
and in favor of city lot and house owners, which is 
precisely the opposit result to that which the 
Georgeites pretend they desire. But Georgeism 
does not contemplate’ any reasonable system of 
taxation to meet the wants of a government 
economically administered; it alms at the con- 
Jscation of land values through the forms of tax- 
ation. George proposes first to absorb the en- 
tire annual income of all the land in the 
country and then to invent new government 
functions which shall eat up the enormous 
revenues in wasteful and profligate expendi- 
tures. It is part of George's system to have the 
hours of labor reduced to three or four a day, and 
every laborer is to be so flush that he can make 
a trip to Europe when he feels inclined. There 
is to be no serious work in this country after the 
advent of Georgeism. We cannot abandon the 
term Georgeism until the ideas and princi- 
ples which it represents are abandoned. It 
doesn’t stand for “taxation” as we are ac- 
customed to understand the word. The person

A SMOKE-CONSUMER ON A TUGBOAT. 


an Effort to Get Rid of One Form 
of the Smoke Nuisance. 

The Mayor and a party of city officials 
took a trip down theriver yesterday afternoon 
to inspect the smoke-consumer in use upon the 
tug Mary McLane of the Chicago Towing Com- 
pany's line. At2o’clock Capt. McLean received 
aboard his craft Dr. De Wolf, Smoke Inspector 
Thompson, Mr. Kendall, S. K Dow, A. C. Sin- 
clair of the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railway, and Mr. W. C. Thayer, the in- 
ventor. Mr. Thayer explained that the 
principle of the device was to supply air and su- 
perheated steam from coiis into the fire-box 
above the fuel, there to mingle with the carbon 
gases and thus produce perfect combustion. 

re was considerable smoke at the start, but 
Mr. Thayer 1 — that the apparatus did 
not work until the arch was entirely heated. Aft- 
er getting under way the smoke was thin and 
not offensive. The Mayor and Dr. De Wolf said n 
Was all right and that they were satisfied with 
the consumer's action under those conditions, but 
they wanted to see how it worked when the tug 
had a tow, believing that in pulling a load more 
smoke would be made. Mr. Thayer insisted that 
the consumption of smoke was as great under a 
load as without, but the officials wanted to see it 
tried before they believed that; so the tug went 
down the river to get atow at Thirty-ninth street 
and show what she could do. 

Dr. De Wolf got the Captain forward and cate- 
chised him for the benefit of the Mayor. Hesaid 
the device had been on four years, but the arch 
had been out until lately, so that it was practical- 
ly useless. The Captain thought it could be put on 
any boiler in the river without any trouble, and 
in fact that it would goon most of the boilers 
easier and better than it did on the McLane. He 
thought there would some saving in coal. It re- 
—— extra care from the fireman lest he 

ould knock down the arch. 

„Ot course it is more trouble than without it, 
but ane ye ge ie take — A. it will satisfy 
you fellows an e you s suits,“ 
said the Captain. 8 : 92 

Mr. S. K. Dow said that on a certain trip the 
Captain had reported that fifty tons of coal had 
done the same work with the consumer as seven- 
ty tons without it. The Captain thought the 
saving was hardly that much, though Mr. Dow 
said he had the Captain’s report to that effect in 
his office. He said the situation was an embar- 
rassing one to the Captain, as all the river tug- 
men were so hostile to the smoke legislation 
that they made it very unpleasant for any one 
who 3 to comply with the law. 

The engineer said there was no difficulty in 
hearing the signals while the device was in op- 
eration. It was no ry mt to the boilers and 
there was no danger of explosion. It was objec- 
tionabie to the fireman from the escape of car- 
bon gas while in use. A new arch was necessary 
aboutevery four months. The device did in- 
crease the work of the fireman. : 

As the boat p ssed down the river the 
water got denser, blacker, and more offensive in 
smell. The Mayor at first said the smell had 
cured his héadache, but at Halsted street he 
wanted to go back. Dr. De Wolf said the river 
Was no worse than usual, but at Archer avenue 
the Mayor could stand it no longer, and he, with 
Commissioners Swiftand De Wolf, left the tug 
and took a street-car for town, leaving the 
Smoke Inspector and the patentee to brave the 
stinks and complete the test under a tow.

OSTERMAN IN AN AWKWARD FIX. 
Why It Is He Won't Sue the City for Dam- 


ages. 

Col. Henry Osterman of the City Law De- 
partment is in a quandary—exactly the same 
sort of quandary that bothered the Lord Chan 
cellor in Iolanthe.“ Osterman is City Attorney 
Washburne's accident detective clerk. Supposing 
you tripped up on a defective sidewalk and broke 
your leg and sued the city for $10,000 damages, 
Osterman is the man the City Attorney 
would send out to hunt up i witnesses 
to swear that you were drunk when 
you fell, or that the sidewalk was all right, or 
that your leg was broken in some other city, or 
that you never had a broken leg. If your case 
was a bad one—if there was anything of a put-up 
jod about it—you mightn't try to conceal it from 
Henry. He would get at the truth if he had to 


break your other leg to do it. Then after thor- 
oughly investigating the case he would report to 
the City Attorney, stating the facts in the case 
and the substance of the evidenve on both sides. 
If your case inst the city ever came to a trial 
Osterman is the one who would go out iato the 
highways and byways hunting up testimony to 
dam your case aad throw discredit on your 
seif and your witnesses. 

Three or four weeks ago Osterman was out 
driv in @ covered buggy. accompanied by 
Capt. O'Connor, another of the City Attorney's 
employés. When turning the corner of Douglas 
avenue and Dashell street the b somehow 
overturned, and Osterman somehow found him- 
self sprawling on the sidewalk with a broken 
arm. e cause of the accident was a defect in 
the street—a hole, or a hill, or some such thing, 
where no hill or hole should be. Somebody was 
manifestly liable—either the city or the con- 
tractor at work on the street. The usual plan in 
all such cases is to at once sue the city for bi 
dam and if Osterman had been an employs, 
say, of the Post-Office this would be undoub y 
what he would have done. 

“ You see, it's like this,“ said Capt. O'Connor 
yesterday: “if Hen 1 the city Mr. Washburne 
will put Osterman the case, and Osterman 
will kill it deader’n a nail. Osterman’s in a bad 
fix over it and so am I. When Im talking to him 
as a friend outside—when we are down having a 
social glass of ginger, you know—I'll tell him, 
Henry. you've got a darned big case; go on, and 
sue em for $10,000; you'll beat em sure.“ That's 
what I tell himasafriend. But when we get up- 
stairs here I'll say, Henry, there's nothing in 
that case. Youcan go into court and beat your- 
self wrery time. It you sue the city you'll have 
no trouble getting witnesses to prove that it 
was none of the city's fault. e can knock 
that case galley-west, vou and I can.“ I tell you 
it's the blamedest case Jever was mixed up in. 
Henry will have to hunt up his own witnesses 
for himself, and then he'll have to look out for 
the City Attorney and hunt up witnesses on the 
other side, and Henry knows that Henry is a 
bad man to have on the other side.

Had Entered to Rob and Jumped 
Through a Pane of Glass to Escape— 
But His Foot Slipped, He Fell Upon the 
Jagged Edge, and Died There — His 
Heart Cut Into. 

New York World: A scuffie, the flourish of a 
pocket-knife, a blow, a fall, a staggering rally, a 
leap, a crash through splintering glass, a fall 
upon the glass, impaiement, and a fearful 
wound through diaphragm and heart were the 
briet circumstances of the death of a well-known 
thief yesterday. In ten minutes the strong, vig- 
orous marauder, whose pursuit was crime and 
whose only fear was- arrest. lav dead. 

This startling series of events opened the busi- 
ness of the day for Messrs. Weis] & Co. of Nos. 9 
and 11 White street, and for the rest of the day 
the partners and employés were mainly busy in 
answering questions and removing the ghastly 
marks of the quick tragedy. What they told 
was this:? 

The firm deals in ladies’ cloaks and suits. They 
carry at this season a heavy stock, and the safe, 
which stands in the office on the second floor, at 
the front, contains a considerable sum of money. 
Max Recht, a boyish young man, 21 years of age. 
acts as watchman on the premises. B. Weis! of 
the firm, contrary to his custom, arrived at about 
7 o'clock at his place of business yesterday, and 
opening the street door passed up to the fourth 
floor. Recht was on the third floor, and in the 
course of the next five of six minutes two other 
employés arrived. One was the porter, Ben 
Fnedenricht, and the other was an errand-boy. 

Recht, passing down-stairs and opening up the 
various rooms of the establishment, iv on 
the second figor justas Friedenricht me up. 
There he found a stranger in the office rummag- 
ing around for something. It does not clearly 
appear what he expected to get, for he had no 
burglars’ tools with him, but his character was 
apparent enough by his answer when Recht 
called out, Hey, there. What are doing! 

None of your business,.“ he said savagely, 
and turned to rush through the door where Recht 
stood. He was met by the watchman and the 
porter, who shoved him back into the room and 
called to the messenger, who was coming up- 
stairs, to go fora policeman, The lad ran and 
the two men shut and locked the door, fastening 
the intruder in the room with them. 

It was then clear that the stranger was ugly 
and desperate as well as partially drunk. Stan 
back,“ he shouted with an oath, at the same 
time drawing and opening a pocket-knife, or 
I'll cut your heart out.“ With that he made a 
rush at the two men. flourishing his knife and 
showing no signs of fear. It was not a specially 
ugly weapon, but it was more than either of the 
others had in hand. Friedenricht, however, 
stood his ground, and meeting the stranger with 
a dexterous blow staggered him for a moment. 
Then seizing him by the collar and wrist the por- 
ter plucked the knife from his hand and threw 
him headlong under a table. 

For a moment there was a pause, and then, be- 
fore the intruder could be bound or otherwise 
secured, he sprang to his feet and rushed again, 
this time away from his opponents. In the front 
of the building are large, high windows with 
knee-high sills. The large panes are of heavy 
plate-glass. Across the coping outside stretches 
a heavy sign of the firm, reaching some five feet 
higher than the floor on which the three stood. 
If the thief had crashed through the glass and 
reached the * he could have run along be- 
hind the sign, pped to the und, a dozen or 
fifteen feet below, and probably escaped. Some 
such thought probably was in his mind, for, bena- 
ing his head over to the. left and holding it close 
to his shoulder, he leaped headiong against the

ments of broken glass from the dead man's y 
and found that the left ventricle had been 
severed. 

The dead man’s name was James McDevitt, 
and his residence, so far as the police know, was 
with his father, Patrick McDevitt, and his moth- 


er, who was a sister of J 1 the pugil- 
ist, who was killed by Jere in Chicago a 
few years ago. 


KIRALFY AND HIS “SIEGE OF TROY.” 


Workmen Clamoring for What Is Due 
Them. 

In the Kiralfy Siege of Troy“ case a pe- 
tition was filed yesterday before Judge Clifford 
by fifty-five carpenters and other laborers, repre- 
senting that the company or firm owes them 
$1,170 for work. Under the law their claims are 
preferred, but as the receiver is in possession of 
all the property they cannot attach it. They 
assert that there is no real controversy between 
the parties to the suit, but that the 
bill was filed solely to embarrass the 
creditors and keep the assets out of their hands. 
The Siege of Troy“ concern has always been 
an “itinerary fugitive institution,” and when 
Kiralfy saw it was going to be a failure he left 


the State and let the concern gotoruin. When 
the carpenters saw trouble was coming they 
swere out attachments for their claims, but be- 
fore levies could be made Erb. one of the parties, 
got ahead of them by having the bill filed anda 
receiver appointed. The workmen ask either 
that the receiver, J. A. Brawm, may be removed, 
or that an order may be ente on him to pay 
their claims in full.

The Leonard Glass Works filed a bill yes- 
terday in the Circuit Court against the Chicago 
Insulating Company and numerous persons who 
are or have been shareholders or officers of the 
corporation. The complainant purchased 600
